Big talk, a famous name and 
stories about acts of heroism at 
Pearl Harbor all went for naught 
in the life of the alleged Jesse 
James, who is being given time 
today in the Upland city jail to 
meditate. 

Instead of being Jesse James, 
the 24-year-old jail inmate is 
Philip Blaine, a native of Penn- 
sylvania. 

Instead of being a hero of Pearl 
Harbor and tragically injured in 
the December 7 attack, he is with- 
out any evidence of ever having 
registered for the selective service 
act or of ever serving in the arm- 
ed forces. 

ONE CHARGE NOW 

Only one charge is against him 
today—that of stealing a horse 
from the Westward Ho riding 
academy. A brief check of his 
record has revealed the possibil- 
ity of other charges being filed. 
Police Chief Eugene L. Mueller 
| was to obtain a statement from 
the prisoner today. 

In his thrilling role of a Pearl | 
Harbor hero, Blaine sought to go | 
on the stage of the Upland theatre 
and tell his story of that historic 
and tragic conflict. Manager 
Charles Gage turned a deaf ear 
to his appeal. He told Gage he 
was a “chief petty officer in the 
navy”’. 

All of which may form the 
basis for a charge of imperson- 
ating a naval officer, according to 
Chief Mueller. 

Blaine may also be “A.W.O.L.”

Buehler Tank and Welding 
Works plant, 151 North Archibald 
avenue, Cucamonga, working 24 
hours a day on defense supplies 
.| for the navy, was saved from de- 
struction by the quick response 
of the Upland fire department at 
1:30 Thursday morning. 

The fire, believed to have been 
started either by a spark from an 
electric pump being used to fill 
the gas tank of a truck, or by a 
short circuit in the truck wiring, 
destroyed the truck, the pump, 
and the front end of the shop. 
Considerable material, including 
welding rods and tools, was ruin- 
ed or damaged. 








Responding to calls sent out by 
W. C. Connor of Upland, night 
supervisor at the plant, the Up- 
land firemen arrived with two 
trucks in time to save the rear of 
the shop, which houses the weld- 
ing department. Two state for- 
estry trucks from Etiwanda also 
responded to the call. 

A total of 80 men are employ- 
ed in the Cucamonga shop, where 
the material is fabricated, accord- 
ing to Mr. Connor, and 170 men 
assemble the parts in the Los An- 
geles ‘shop. Because the fire was 
controlled quickly, there was only 
a short interruption in the work 
at the damaged plant. 

Walter A. Buehler, owner of 
the pliant, today expressed his ap- 
preciation of the work done by 
the Upland and state forestry 
firemen. The loss was estimated 
at about $10,000. Mr. Buehler 
carried insurance on the prop- 
erty.
